Francis (two bills), and P. J. Wills, 
said to have been solicitors for the 
yearbook.

SHAKE-UP HINTED 


Dudley Cates, Assistant 
Administrator, Resigns; 
Price-Fixing for Oil In- 
dustry Seen.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—(#)— 
A general reorganization of the na- 
tional recovery administratio.: was in- 
dicated tonight by Hugh 8. Johnson 
after the resignation of Dudley Cates, 
the assistant administrator represent- 
ing industry. 

The departure of the official, who 


has long been at odds with his chief, 
and the reshaping of personnel were 
said by Johnson not to be related but 
his disclosute of plans to alter the ad- 
ministration drastically within a few 
weeks was made in discussing tne 
Cates resignation. : 

“And I will have a cream organiza- 
tion,” he said, adding that out of 
months of experience he had picked 
men for the key jobs. é 

Other developments of the day in 
the drive toward industrial stability 
included: 

A move in the directivn of priee- 
fixing under the NRA code for the oil 
industry, with the first meeting of 
the board of governors for the 
petroleum world and Secretary Ickes 
reputedly fixing an objective of $1 a 
barrel for crude, with a wholesale base 
price of between 5 and 6 cents a gal- 
lon for gasoline at the refinery. 

New Attack on Auto Code. 

A new attack by the administra- 
tion's labor advisoty board upon the 
automobile code’s provision for hiring 
and discharging of employes on a 
merit basis without regard to their 


-wnieon affiliation. 


A continuation of negotiations de- 
signed to bring the retail and bitu- 
minous coal industries under codes 
next week. 

The resignation of Cates after 
months of dispute with Johnson was 
the second internal controversy of the 
administration, Professor William F. 
Ogburn, of Chicago University, having 
resigned several weeks ago from the 
consumers’ advisory board after differ- 
ences with the administrator and Mrs. 
Mary Harriman Rumsey, chairman of 
the board. 

In announcing that Cates, who was 
a Chicago insurance company execu- 
tive before joining the NRA, had quit, 
Johnson said he was a close friend, 
“one of the keenest minds af my ac- 
quaintance and I expected him to be 
of the greatest value in this work.” 

The administrator added that differ- 
ences of opinioh -on policy and inter- 
pretation of the law had arisen early 
in the administration and that efforts 
to reconcile these differences had 
failed. 

As one of the causes of dissension 
between the two old acquaintances, 
Cates made public a memorandum sub- 
mitted to Johnson some time ago deal- 
ing with the labor question. 

In it he foresaw the end of both 
the company union, with interference 
from outside unions, and the “conven- 
tional types of trades union,” both of

NEW GOVERNMENT 
TO RESPECT LAW 
CUMMINGS SAYS 


Bar Reassured That Con- 
' gress Has Not Abdicat- 
ed and Change Is in 
Spirit Only. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Aug. 31. 
(P)—Homer S. Cummings, United 
States attorney-general, in an address 
tonight before the American Bar As- 
sociation gave his pledge that “emer- 
gency legislation is recognized as such 
by the government, and must be and 
will be exercised within the letter and 
the spirit of the organic law.” 

“Congress,” he declared, “has nei- 
ther abdicated nor shirked its rights or 


its duties: it has functioned. patrioti- 
a na- 
tional crisis. What is really, happen- 
ing is not an alteration in the estab- 
lished form or texture of government, 
but a change in the spirit and appli- 
cation of government.” 

He assured his fellow lawyers that 
there is no occasion to indulge in 


b“artificial fears” of the ultimate out- 


come of the extraordinary power 
which has been placed in the hands 
of President Roosevelt. “There has 
not been the slightest fundamental de- 
parture from the form of our govern- 
ment or the established order,” he 
said. “Our jural system remains in- 
taet. The federal equilibrium has not 
been disturbed. The’ life, letter and 
integrity of the constitution have not 
been impaired. The law of the land 
is still the law of the land.” 
“Malloy’s Speech.” 

Earlier in the day, in an informal 

statement, Cummitigs had pointed out 
that the plan outlined before the as- 
sociation yesterday by Pat Malloy, 
assistant attorney-general, calling for 
,the federalization of state and county 
police forces was “Malloy’s own 
speech.” . Cummings added that he 
had not read the address in advance 
of its presentation. 
» Malloy’s plan had become a sub: 
ject of controversy, and many associa- 
ation members questioned its consti- 
‘tutionality. Cummings said ‘today 
that, although the government hopes 
to co-ordinate the efforts of law- 
enforcing agencies “so that there will 
be more efficiency in the job of cap- 
turing and prosecuting the kidnaper 
and racketeer,” such co-ordination 
would be “purely voluntary.” 

In his address the attorney-general 
took exception to the term “dictator” 
as applied to the president in connec- 
tion with hig new authority. It is 
“nothing of the kind,” he said. “With 
us there has been no usurpation of 
power; no substitution of the execu- 
tive will for the national will: no re- 
sort to force or fear; no repression of

Price-Fixing Marketing 
Agreement and Code of 
Competition Will Be 
Considered. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—(?)— 
Public hearing on the rational cotton 
ginners’ conference proposed market- 
ing agreement was called today for 
Memphis, Tenn., on September 11. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace is- 


sued the call, stating that at the same 
time a hearing will be conducted on a 
proposed basic code of fair competi- 
tion as submitted by the conference. 

Representatives of the NRA will at- 
tend the hearing, in which will be in- 
eluded discussion of fixed hours of 
labor, rates of pay and other condi- 
tions of employment. 

The marketing agreement as already 
submitted, proposes maximum service 
charges, regulations governing equip- 
ment and handling, grading of cotton- 
seed and trade practices. 

State Committees. 

State administrative committees in 
the cotton states. would .be created to 
enforce the agreement and code, and 
a national committee would be estab- 
lished to serve as intermediary  be- 
tween the state committees and the 
secretary of agriculture. Assessments 
not to exceed two cents a bale would 
be provided to defray organization ex- 
pense. 

Under the proposed agreement there 
also is provision that charges.to grow- 
ers for ginning services shall be based 
upon actual weight and not on esti- 
mated weight of the seed cotton gin- 
ned. The charges would conform to 
the following schedule except that gin- 


‘ning charges within the minimum and 
maximum limits shall be determined 


by the committee for each state. 

For upland picked cotton, not less 
than 25 cents nor more than 30 cents 
per hunderweight; for picked cotton 
in California, not less than 23 cents 


weight. 
Five Cents a Hundred. 

It provides that special services re- 
quired in the ginning of upland long 
staple cotton, 1 1-16 inch or longer, 
shall be charged at the rate of hun- 
dredweight over and above the regular 
rates except in California and 
Arizona. 

Charges to growers for services ‘pre- 
paratory, to ginning are fixed in the 
proposed schedule as: Drying of seed 
cotton prior to ginning, 5 cents per

New Secretary of War 
Orders Halt in Lawless- 
ness, Violence. 


HAVANA, Ang. 31.—()—The Cn- 
ban army, which has been restive 
gince its coup d'etat toppled Presi- 
dent Gerardo Machado from power, 
was called sharply to order today by 
Colone! Horacio Ferrer, the new sec- 


retary of war. 

“The natural orgy that followed 
Machbado’s overthrow is over,” Colonel 
Ferrer curtly informed 100 army offi- 
cers assembled at Castillo De La 
Fuerza. “The troops henceforth will 
observe discipline. 

“There will be no more violence and 
the forces of the army will be used 
to protect all interests against any 
attempts. The law will be observed.” 

Similar remarks were made by Gen- 
eral Armando Montes, who was sum- 
moned from retirement by the secre- 
tary of war to become acting chief of 
staff. General Montes served as sec- 
retary of war under Presidents Men- 
ocal and Zayas and was retired from 
the army service when Machado be- 
came president in 1925. 

He will serve as acting head of 
the army until Colonel Julio Sanguily 
recovers from an operation and is able 
to resume that post. 

The secretary has signed orders for 
former President Machado and six 
other retired officers to report back 
for service immediately. The purpose 
of this is to make possible an investi- 
gation of charges filed against them 
in the civil courts.

Refreshments for Bridge Luncheons, Dinners 


After a long season of entertaining, 
the usual refreshments served at the 
ecard party become monotonous, and 
the homemaker searches her recipe 
file for something new and different. 
Here are some excellent recipes which 
have been used for the best of bridge 
parties. Perhaps you will find a few 
to your liking and will add them to 
your collection. 

It is a good idea to keep a sepa- 
rate section in your recipe file, wheta- 
er looseleaf book, cook’ book or card 
index, for “entertaining” recipes. Thus 
at a moment’s notice, you may plan 
a complete, tried-out menu and find 
the recipes without searching all over 
for them.

Here are the recipes for the main 
courses and other unusual recipes. Be 
extra careful to season the vegetables 
and meats, using the less well known 
seasonings such as garlic salt, celery 
salt, mustard, capers and similar ones. 

If the host is considered a good 
carver, and every man should become 
proficient in this art of the old school, 
the lamb or tenderloin may be carved 
and served at the table. If he is not, 
better do this in the kitchen, and have 
the meat ready to serve when it is 
placed in front of him. Some host- 


esses now prefer to have the whole 
main course served from the kitchen, 
on the individual plates, and then have 
the vegetables and meat passed or 
served a second time. While conven- 
ient; this has not the charm of the 
table-carved dinner. 
Macedoine of Fresh Fruit. 

Soak 3 1-2 tablespoons gelatine in 
1-2 cup cold water. Dissolve it in 1 
cup boiling water, add 1 1-2 cups 
sugar, 1 1-4 cups canned peach syrup, 
1-2 cup fresh orange juice, 2 table- 
— lemon juice and a shake of 
sait 

Brush the inside of a fancy large 
mold with olive oil, then wipe it out 
with a piece of soft tissue. Put it in 
a pan of ice water, and pour into it 
just enough of the fruit juice mixture 
to cover the bottom of pan. When 
firm, arrange part of the canned 
peaches, stewed prunes, glaced cher- 
ries and blanched Jordan almonds to 
form a design-garnish. Add enough of 
the liquid fruit juices td cover fruit 
and let stand until set. Continue add- 
ing fruit and liquid until mold is 
filled. Chill. Serve in stemmed 
glasses as a first course. 


Creamed Mushrooms on Toast. 

One pound fresh mushrooms, § ta- 
blespoons butter, 1-2 tablespoon salt, 
few grains pepper, 1 1-2 tablespoons 
flour, 1-2 cup thin cream. 

Clean mushrooms, remove caps, cut 
both. stems and caps in thin slices, 
Melt ‘butter, and sliced mushrooms and 
cook 3 minutes. Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper, dredge with flour and 
pour the cream over them. Cook five 
minutes, stirring constantly to prevent 
lumping. Serve on toast points, 
Lobster Cutlets with Tartare Sauce. 

Two cups cooked lobster meat, 1-2 
teaspoon salt, few grains cayenne, few 
gratings nutmeg, 1 teaspoon lemon 
juice, yolk of one egg, 1 cup thick 
white sauce, 1 teaspoon finely chopped 
parsley. 

Mix ingredients in order given, and 
cool. Shape in form of cutlets, crumb 
and fry same as croquettes. Garnish 
with parsley, serve with Tartare 
sauce. Mix together and chill before 
serving the following ingredients: 1 
1-4 cups mayonnaise, 1 tablespoon 
capers, 1 tablespoon chopped sweet 
pickle, 1-2 teaspoon minced parsley, 
1 tablespoon chow chow, 1 tablespoon 
pimientoes, 1 teaspoon chopped chives, 

Cumberland Dressing. 

One cup mayonnaise, 1 tablespoon 
thick cream, 1 tablespoon French 
dressing, 1 tablespoon Worcestershire, 
3 slices chopped, fried bacon, bacon 
grease. 

Mix first four ingredients, and the 
bacon and little bacon grease when 
cold. The dressing should be thick 
enough to hold its shape, if it seems 
to be too thin, decrease amount of 
cream added. 

Strawberry Tartlets. 

Make a crust and bake in small 
individual pans. For strawberry fill- 
ing, use 1 quart freshly cleaned and 
hulled berries, slightly mashed and 
covered with 3-4 cup sugar. Let 
stand to draw out the juice. 

Make a paste of 2 tablespoons corn- 
starch and 4 tablespoons cold water: 
Add to the berry mixture and put all 
in same sauce pan. Cook till thick- 
ened. Cool. Just before serving, put 
the strawberries in the pie crusts and 
cover with sweetened whipped cream. 


In Georgia’s Fields and Streams

CYCLE YEARS. 


Once in a while there occurs a time 
when the animal kingdom seems to 
run wild. Species are very numerous, 
and individuals abundant. It seems as 
if every species has had its enemies 
miraculously removed and has _ in- 
creased out of all proportion; a mora- 
torium in the balance of nature, so to 
speak. However, we know that, this 
condition cannot exist. What the 
reason is we can only guess until the 
work of the Carnegie Foundation 
makes the facts known at some unde- 
termined future date. 

The unfortunate thing is this: Aft- 
er times of such abundance we seem 
to enter a barren period, when life is 
at a standstill. (1 would liken it to 
the ebb and flow of tides’ if< the 
simile were not threadbare from over- 
work.) I am not attempting to place 
any theory on record here. I am just 
telling you about a few of the things 
that. puzzle me, and which you can 
probably explain as well as I can. 
Whatever causes it, it is a marked 
cycle, and therefore open to the old, 
old blame that is constantly placed 
upon sunspots. Poor things! They 
have to take the responsibflity for 
everything from depressions to biolog- 
ical cycles! As you see, the occurrence 
of the two phenomena are not coinci- 


dent, and really it is unfair to blame 
sunspots for more than one thing ,at 
a time. 

This year has seemed to me to be 
a cycle peak. I find almost every sort 
of animal most abundant, and I am 
making the: most of it in my studies. 
I have heard from a dozen different 
sources that a dozen different sets of 
observations all point to this same 
conclusion. Rats are too thick in 
south Georgia.

Other observations will 
be welcomed by this department, as a 
contribution to the facts of an ap- 
parent cycle peak, and through the 
facts alone lies our approach to the 
solution of this mysterious movement 
in the natural world.

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Details of Proposal Laid 
Before Commerce Secre- 
tary by Woolford 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Details 
of the proposal for building a great 
ship canal across lower Georgia and 
verthern Florida were laid before Sec- 
retary of Commerce Danie] UC. Roper 
today by T. Guy Woolford, of Atian- 


ta, chairman of the. special canal com- 
mission which is sponsoring the proj- 
ect. 

Only yesterday, Mr. Woolford pre- 
sented an amended petition to the na- 
tional public works administration 
asking for a loan of $125,000,000 for 
building the canal, Previously, the 
commission had sought funds only 
for a barge eanal, coasting $49,000.- 
OO”, 

Accompanied by W. S. Lee, Char- 
lotte engineer retained to draft plans 
for the project, and Hollins Randolph, 
of Atlanta, counsel for the canal com- 
mission, Mr. Woolford spent some 
time with Secretary Roper explain 
ing important phases of the project. 

The department of commerce head 
is a member of the special cabinet 
board named to pass on public works 
projects. 

While he did not commit himselt 
definitely to the project Mr. . Roper 
was reported to have been much im- 
pressed with the information given 
him by Mr. Woolfard and his asso- 
ciates. 

Emphasizing the imporance of an 
Atlantic to the Gulf of Mexico ship 
canal, something that has been agi- 
tated for a hundred years, Mr. Wool- 
ford pointed out that it would save 
upward of 500 miles in ocean trans- 
portation around the Florida keys, 
and open the way for the employment 
of 20.000 to 30,000 workers over a 
period of six years. The proposed 
canal would start at the mouth of 
the St. Mary’s river.along the Geor- 
via-Florida boundary and empty into 
the gulf at a point a few miles be- 
low St. Marks, Fla., passing through 
the: famous Okefenokee swamp in 
south Georgia. 

Recently. a delegation of Georgia 
citizens, including members of 
canal commission conferred with 
President Roosevelt at the- White 
House over the proposed project. It 
was after this conference with the 
president that Chairman Woolford de- 
cided to’ amend the ‘petition and ask 
for a ship rather than a barge canal. 
Mr. Roosevelt, who is known to be 
much interested in the development,

THE NEW HEALTH BOARD. 

The new state health poard, 
sworn into office Wednesday by 
Governor Talmadge, will exercise 
control over public works of vital 
importance to every section of the 
state. 

The board is composed of a 
splendid group of public-spirited 
and able Georgians, who, in nam- 
ing Robert F. Maddox, of Atlanta, 
as chairman, recognized the valu- 
able service rendered by him as the 
head of the old board, which was 
abolished incident to the program 
of state department consolidations 
two years ago. % 

Mr. Maddox, one of Atlanta’s 
leading businessmen, donates lib- 
erally of his time and energy to 
public affairs, and he contributed 
largely to the successful work done 
under the supervision of the old 
board. Under his direction the new 
board is certain to function in an 
active and efficient manner in the 
discharge of its important duties. 

Health conditions have been rev- 
olutionized in Georgia during the 
past 25 years, but much still re- 
mains to be done, and it is this 
necessity that led to the re-creation 
of the present board. 

Only a comparatively few of the 
counties of the state have estab- 
lished the health centers possible 
under the state department of 
health. Each county should have 
either one of these centers of its 
own, or should combine with 
groups of adjoining counties to se- 
cure a common center to serve 
the entire territory involved. 

These centers are of but little 
expense and they furnish health 
protection which can be secured in 
no other way. They are guardians 
against unsanitary conditions and 
the development of serious epi- 
demics. 

The coverage of the state with 
such centers is only one of the re- 
sponsible duties of the state health 
board, which is charged with the 
’ dual task of eradicating sore spots 
and the building up of healthful 
conditions generally. 

That it will discharge this re- 
sponsible duty efficiently and faith- 
fully is assured by the high type of 
men composing its personnel and 
by the able and experienced lead- 
ership of Chairman Maddox, 


FLYING FORGES AHEAD. 

The growth in air travel in 
Ameriea and its unusual record of 
dependabiltiy and safety during the 
first six months of 1933 is revealed 
in a report by the aeronautics 
branch of the department of com- 
merce, 

During this period there were 
only two deaths of passengers on 
scheduled transport lines, and the 
total of miles flown per passenger 
fatality was higher than ever be- 
fore. A total of 76,642,393 pas- 
senger miles were flown. 

During the six months airplanes 
on regular transport schedules flew. 
25,862,120 miles, transported 235,- 
139 passengers, 3,648,217 pounds 
of mail and 1,055,876 pounds of 
express. — 

Incident to all this flying, the 
total number of accidents was 48, 
of which only five resulted in fa- 
talities. The loss of life by the 
two passengers out of the nearly 
a quarter of a million who flew 
during this six months’ period oc- 
curred in a single one of these 
accidents.

A SECURITY SAFEGUARD. 

Announcement is -made that a na- 
tional organization will be formed, 
under the leadership of O. B. Lan- 
and 
publisher, to back the O’Malley- 
McCarren joint resolution, which 
seeks to protect security holders 
from doubtful reorganization and 
bond-holding committees. 

This resolution, introduced in 
the special session, was not acted 
upon because of the crush of re- 
lief and recovery legislation to which 
practically the entire time of the 
100-day session was devoted. Rep- 
resentative O’Malley and Senator 
McCarren have announced that the 
resolution will be revised and re- 
introduced when the next session 
convenes. 


The résvlution calls for a com- 
plete investigation into the activi- 
ties of all mortgage, boud, deben- 
ture, shareholder and insolvency 
committees, and Representative 
O’Malley has issued a warning to 
holders of such securities not to 
Surrender them to doubtful reorgan- 
ization and bondholders committees 
until congress has acted. 


Many such committees have per- 
formed splendid service in conserv- 
ing the assets of security holders, 
but others, either through ineffi- 
ciency or unscrupulous methods, 
have mulcted investors of their 
Savings without giving them a 
chance to protect themselves. The 
O’Malley-McCarren resolution is. de- 
signed to prevent such losses. 

The following cases in which the 
indications are that investors have 
been deliberately looted of their sav- 
ings, are cited by Congressman 
O’Malley as emphasizing the need 
for proper regulation of reorganiza- 
tion and bondholding committees: 


On a $60,000,000 bond issue in 
New York, there had been collected 
up to several months ago, by the “re- 
organization committee” and attorneys 
in excess of $4,000,000 as “fees” and 
“expenses.” A Philadelphia invest- 
ment “‘committee” sold a property 
upon which there was $600,000 in 
bonds for $120,000 which was paid 
by a group of five vice presidents 
who made the “‘bargain” offer. The 
property was assessed at $475,000. 
The same ‘‘committee” is in charge of 
the sale of two other properties in 
that city upon which there are bond 
issues aggregating $2,400,000. In 
New Orleans $12,000,000 worth of 
securities were auctioned off for 
$900,000. A Chicago. investment 
house put out an issue of $1,725,000 
on which $1,644,000 had been paid. 
A “committee” was organized and 
outstanding old certificates were ex- 
changed for new ones which had a 
face value of but $338,000! ‘There 
are scores of other cases involving mis- 
representation and mismanagement as 
well as fraud. 

Security holders in Wisconsin, 
Pennsylvania, California and several 
other states have already organized 
to urge support by fheir congress- 
men of the O’Malley-McCarren 
measure and it is planned to have 
Similar organizations in every state 
by the time congress meets. 

While many reorganization com- 
mittees have served a good purpose, 
it is undoubtedly true that the lack 
of proper restrictions of their ac- 
tivities have been an open invita- 
tion to unscrupulous promoters to 
secure valuable assets for but a 
fraction of their real value. 

Either through the O’Malley-Mc- 
Carren resolution, or some other 
measure, congress Should, and un- 
doubtedly will, restrict the activities 
of such committees in a manner 
that will give much needed protec- 
tion to security holders.

A reader sends in a bit of enlight- 
enment: | 

“Our family doctor objects to the 
use of any salve with petroleum base, 
especially on large area, as on chest. 
He says the skin can not function 
through petroleum as through animal 
fat, and when sick with pneumonia 
or influenza, one needs every possible 
square inch of skin. He says remedial 
value of menthol, etc., is more than 
offset by loss of skin area, 

“This seems important. Think of 
the poor kids with terrible coughs 
whose fond but misguided mamas 
smear a thick coat of pore-clogging 
grease on their poor little chests, put- 
ting a third of their pores out of com- 
mission, throwing extra load on kid- 
neys and prolonging the illness. 

“I cannot agree with your teachings 
on oxygen and carbon dioxide in the 
air we breathe. You say the presence 
of carbon dioxide in an increased 
volume in the air acts as a stimulant 
increasing rapidity and depth of 
breathing, thus offsetting lack of oxy- 
gen, As if six persons could work all 
day in a small air-tight office and, 
merely by breathing faster and deep- 
er, feel as well as though they had 
worked in a well-ventilated room!

The minimum wage schedule for At- 
lanta is $13 a week, and for towns 
less than 250,000, the scale is for 
$12.50. In towns of less than 2,500 
population the minimum wage under 
the code is set at $11 weekly.

SUPPORT 10 COBB 


7,000 CottonGrowers Hear 
Administrator Speak in 
Arkansas. 


MARIANNA, Ark., Aug. 31.—() 
Rising enmass in a demonstration 
approving the government’s 1933 cot- 
ton acreage reduction program, al- 
most 7,000 farmers from four states 
today pledged Federal Cotton Admin- 
istrator C. A. Cobb full co-operation 
in whatever future plan evolved. They 
were practically unanimous in peti- 
tioning Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace to promulgate compulsory con- 
trol regulations. 

Cobb ‘ealled this year’s cotton pro- 
gram “the most remarkable and ex- 


 traordinary achievement in the his- 


tory of agriculture,” and declared “we 
will find a way to balance produc- 
tion with consumption and if you 
will continue to exhibit that intelli- 
gence and patriotism you have shown 
in the past 90 days we will eventual- 
ly make ourselves king of cotton and 
masters of the most productive region 
of the world.” 

Gathered under immense brush ar- 
bor on the grounds of the university 
common branch experiment station the 
farmers met the administrator in a 
neighborly manner asking questions 
informally and receiving informa] an- 
swers. 

Many farmers came from Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and southeast Mis- 


souri to join those ‘of. Arkansas in} 
the annual visitation day at the ex- 
periment sation. 

H. cone 4 Wilson, agricultural com- 
missioner for Louisiana, led the group 
of kers at the afternoon informal 
conference in urging Cobb and Sec- 
retary Wallace to pt the “gin con- 
trol plan,” which contemplates con- 
trolling the amount of cotton reach- 
ing commercial channels by alloting 
an amount of cotton to reach grower 
and prohibiting ginning of amounts 
in excess of county quotas. 

“We must devise a long-time pro- 
duction program that will, as far as 
it is humanly possible to do it, guar- 
antee that sort of stability that comes 
from baldhcing our supply of cotton 
against the world demand for it.” he 
said. 

“This ig going to call for the high- 
est degree of intelligent planning and 
co-operation on the part of our ea- 
tire leadership, as well as the 2,000,- 
000 producers of raw cotton, for we 
are by no means out of the woods, We 
still have a very large and burdensome 
carryover of cotton, almost enough to 
supply the world demand for a year. 
When the 1933 crop is added to that 
our supply will still be excessive and 
far out of balance with demand. 

“Tt is imperative that we use every 
possible means through adjustment of 
production and increased consumption, 
where possible, to go on with our pro- 
gram until the farmer is placed in 
position where there will be an ac- 
tive and faverable demand for the 
products of his soil.” 

Mr. Cobb declared he was convinced 
“when we have eventually pulled 
down our supplies to a reasonable 
level we will have laid the founda- 
tion for stability in prices and with 
that end achieved, the agricultural ad- 
justment act will have made its zreat- 
est single contribution to intelligent 
planning and successful farming 
throughout the south.”

Proposals for Free Text- 
books Will Face Confer- 
ence Here Today. 


A conference of educators called by 
Governor Ibra C. Blackwood, of South 
Carolina, meets at 10 o’elock this 
morning at the Ansley hotel to discuss 
proposals for free school books, the 
uniform adoption of fundamental texts 
in the elementary ‘trades, and for a 
huge central textbook publishing house 
for the south.

In addition, Governor Dave Sholtz 
and the governor of Iowa sent word 
they would attend, said Lane L. Bon- 
ner, of Columbia, 8S. C., secretary of 
ve joint legislative textbook associa- 
ion. 

Several of the textbook association’s 
leaders arrived here Thursday night, 
including its president, State Senator 
Samuel W. Getzen, of Bushnell, Fla., 
and Mrs. Harry T. Hartwell, of Mo- 
bile, Ala. 

Governor Blackwood designated 
State Senator Edgar A. Brown, chair- 
man of the South Carolina legislative 
textbook investigating ecmmittee, to 
represent him and preside over the 
conference. 

Bonner said the speakers would in- 
clude Governor Talmadge, of Georgia, 
and M. D, Collins, state superintend- 
ent of schools in Georgia. 


Publishing House Proposed, 


A central. publishing house to cost 
approximately $4,000, which will 
print uniform textbooks for the 
schools of the nine southern states 
will be considered at the meeting to- 
day, Mrs, Hartwell, who is second 
vice president’ of the joint legisla- 
tivé association, announced Thursday 
night. 

“A vast yearly saving could be af- 
fected and free textbooks to all chil- 
dren could be furnished eventually if 
the states would establish their own 
publishing house,” Mrs. Hartwell said.

of the textbooks. If we can publish 
our own books cheaper, we would 
eventually find a way to distribute 
them free to school childret, perhaps 
by each municipality furnishing the 
books to its schools,” Mrs. Hartwell 
asserted. 

She intends to put the plan before 
the association and also to introduce 
resolutions tending to remedy the sit- 
uation as it now exists in textbook 
costs.

Fruit Soup Is Good! Well, Who Would Believe It!

When Nancy served the Swedish | 
smorgasbord at her buffet table she) 


frequently prepared .a fruit soup 


which she used as a dessert for the) 
meal. Served very cold, with or with- | 
out the addition of whipped cream, | 
and 


her guests found it refreshing 
bland. 
Nancy knew there were two types 


of fruit soup. One kind really belongs | 
at the start of the meal. It consists | 


of a fruit pulp added to a thin con- 
somme and seasoned slightly. There 
may be a little thickening from barley 
or arrowoot in the soup. Sometimes a 
raw, slightly beaten egg is added to 
thicken the mixture slightly. There is 
a suspicion of sugar in these soups, 
just enough to make the flavor mellow 
and smooth. ‘. 

This soup may be served hot or cold. 
Whole wheat crackers or the crisp 
Swedish wafers are passed with this 
soup. 

The kind which Nancy used as a 
dessert had no stock in it. The fruit 
was cooked until soft. Then the mix- 
ture was put through a sieve. To the 
pulp was added water, thickening, salt 
and a suspicion of sugar. With prune 
soup she usually added a little stick 
cinnamon. This was removed before 
the soup was served, 

The mixture was well chilled. It 
was of the consistency of honey when 
served. Here is a recipe which calls 
for cherries. Nancy made it from 
eanned pie cherries, the tart, sour red 
ones. She put the cherries, juice, one- 


half of ‘a lemon, two inches of stick 
cinnamon over the fire. After boiling 
for five minutes she put the cherries 
through a sieve. 

To the puree and juice she added 
enough liquid to make one quart. She 
added one-quarter cap sugar and two 
tablespoons cornstarch stirred to a 
paste with a little cold water. She 
cooked this for 15 minutes, added the 
juice of one lemon and cooled the 
soup. With this soup she passed whole 
wheat crackers, unsalted. .

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CAM CONFESSION 
IN ARMS ROBBERY 


Officers Say Frank EI- 
more Also Admits Brew- 
ton Bank Holdup. 


MACON, Ga., Aug. 31.—()—Offi- 
cers today said Frank W. Elmore, 
aviator and soldier of fortune, had 
told them a tale of bank robbery, serv- 
ice in the Cuban revolutionary army 
and the theft of arms from the Uni- 
versity of Georgia armory and their 
sale to Cuban revolutionists in Miami. 

Elmore was arrested yesterday after 
a chase through a south Georgia 
swamp and charged with the $7,000 
robbery of the Bank of Brewton. 

Today they quoted Elmore as say- 
ing he had done “one thing after an- 
other’ upon leaving his home in 
Washington in 1918. An aviator, he 


gave lessons in flying at Gainesville, 
Ga., and other points and later be- 
came an instructor in the revolution- 
ary army in Cuba where he taught en- 
listed men how to handle machine 
guns. 

“There isn’t much to my Cuban ex- 
perience, however,” he was quoted. “I 
would rather not talk much about it. 
You know they are still having trouble 
there.” 

A conspiracy to obtain arms in the 
United States was formed and Cubans 
in Miami suggested they might be ob- 
tained from military school arsenals. 
He was promised $175 for machine 
guns and $60 for automatic rifles. 

The theft at the University of Geor- 
gia armory followed, Elmore said, and 
some of the guns were run to Miami 
where he said he turned them over to 
the rebels, Some of the parts were 
missing and he had to buy. “magazines 
and things like that.” 

Five men are being held in connec- 
tion with the thefts but Elmore was 
qnoted as saying Otis Gooch and Paul 
Sorrow had nothing to do with the 
conspiracy. He said the arms were 
hidden in Gooch’s barn without his 


knowledge and Sorrow merely rode to 


Miami with him. 

The others held are George Kinard, 
John Fuller and Maynard Gooch. 

Elmore also said Lewis Clarke, 
Dublin (Ga.) aviator held as an ac- 
complice in the bank robbery, was not 
involved. 

Officers also quoted Elmore as ad- 
mitting the robbery of the Farmers 
& Merchants bank, of Brewton. 

He was captured along with a ma- 
chine gun and rifles in the swamp 
after a long chase. The money was 
scattered through the swamp but offi- 
cers said after his arrest Elmore led 
them back over his trail and all but 
about $500 had been recovered today, 
Scores of citizens were still searching 
for the small change.the robber scat- 
tered along the trail When the weight 
hampered his flight.

John R. Brice, 92 Years Old Today 


GAINESVIBLE, Ga. Aug. 31.— 
Looking backward with few regrets 
over a full and fruitful life, and to 
the future with eyes undimmed by 
the years, John R. Brice, Gainesville’s 
oldest citizen, Confederate . veteran, 
former council member and for over 
60 years'a merchant here, celebrates 
his ninety-second birthday Friday 
quietly at his home. His experiences 
during the struggle of the sixties and 
subsequent hardships of the recon- 
struction period remain vivid in his 
memory, but his well-ordered life has 
erased their marks and left him with 
memory keen and faculties unimpair- 
ed as he nears the century mark. 

Born in what was then Lumpkin 
—now Dawson county—on September 
1, 1841, he is a son of Daniel and 
Mary Cantrell Brice, and his great- 
grandfather, Thomas Brice, came to 
this country from Scotland. The 
school he attended was built of logs, 
with the bare earth for a floor, heated 
by a wood fire built in the middle 
of the structure in a hollowed-out 
spot. His teacher for the few menths 
he attended after corn-shucking time 
was named John Robertson. 

At the age of 20 he enlisted with 
the Chestatee artillery, composed of 
more than 100 men, and is now the 
only living member of that company 
which was composed of men from 
Forsyth, Lumpkin, Hall-and adjoin- 
ing counties. Commanded by Captain 
Thomas Bomer, the company marched 
to Atlanta, and camped near the 
Georgia railroad at what is now Kirk- 
wood. It was here that Mr. Brice 
saw his first train. In the summer 
of 1861 the company left for Savan- 
nah,’ being attached to and forming a 
part of the thirty-eighth Georgia regi- 
ment of 10 companies. . 

From Savannah they went to Char- 
leston and then to Virginia; and Mr. 
Brice engaged in many battles before 
he was captured at Winchester, Va., 
on September 19, 1864. He was 
wounded twice, though not severely, 


and one of his brothers, Daniel Pinck- 


ney Brice, was killed at Petersburg. 
He was in prison at Point Lookout 
until May 12, 1865, when the sur- 
render came. It was here that he 
suffered great privation, sleeping on 
the frozen ground and almost starv- 
ing. His weight when he enlisted 
was over 150, but when he got home 
it was less than 100. He walked 
most of the way, being nearly a month 
on the road, arriving June 8, 1865. 
Riding on a wood-bu locomotive 
at one time, he stated he had to fight 
fire all the way when the smokestack 
belched sparks over him. . 

Fighting in many battles with Gen- 
eral John B, Gordon, he recalls vivid- 
ly seeing that impressive figure rid- 
ing on a horse with blood streaming 
down his face where a bullet had 
struck him. Mr. Brice asked, “You 
are shot, aren’t you, general?” The 
leader replied, as he wiped the blood 
away, “A slight wound,” and urged 
his men forward. 

He came to Gainesville on De- 
cember 5, 1865, and has made his 
home hete ever since. His first busi- 
ness connection was with the late 
Joseph R. Boone, former ordinary and 
treasurer of Hall county, and among 
other pioneer firms with whom he 
was associated were K. L. Boone & 
Company and Brice & Company. He 
retired from active business life sev- 
eral years ago. Among his favorite 
pastimes is singing in the old Sacr 
Harp hymnal. He keeps up with 
daily events with keen interest. He 
is the oldest member of the First 
Baptist church of this city. 

He attributes his health at this 
advanced age to temperance in all 
things. He has one living brother, 
Walter Brice, 83, of Dawson county. 
Hig grandfather lived to be 93, one 
brother to 87, another to 90. He 
reared a family of seven children, four 
sons and three daughters, One of his 
sons, J. K. Brice, has been connected 
with The Constitution for over 14 


years.

toma 3 testified he did not even 
know estberry. Te denied he was 
ever a party to any conspiracy with 
him to rob and murder the aged 
couple at their filling station near 
here, 7 

Chaney admitted he was near the 
filling station when the fatal shots 
were fired, sitting in his parked auto- 
mobile, but he said he believed Brown- 
ing was ae at some marauding 
animal around his chicken house, and 
did not go near there, 

State attorneys subjected Chaney 
to close cross-examination which was 
interrupted by adjournment at 7 p. m. 
_ Judge Thomas has talked of hold- 
ing night sessions to clear the long 
case from the docket. 

Other witnesses in today’s court ses- 
sion included a number of persons 
from Manatee, Fla., who swore the 
youth was there on the date of the 
killing here. They said he worked in 
the Manatee mill on that date. 

U. 8S. Kirsey testified that he: was 
temporarily in charge of the time 
keeping at the little saw mill, which 
operated August 21, 22 and 23, and 
his ‘time record showed that the de- 
fendant worked those three days. He 
was very positive because the “little 
saw mill” only operated when the com- 
pany needed lumber for its own use, 
and it had not opernted before in 
several months, 

When Kirsey fell into the hauds of 
the state for cross-examination he 
could not explain- why his time record 
showed names which were not on the 
pay roll record. Despite his inability 
to explain, Kirsey continued to swear 
positively regarding Westberry being 
present and working on the days men- 
tioned. On cross-examination he ad- 
mit that he coud not tell about 
seeing Westberry on any day before 
Se the operation of the little 
mill, : 

R,. J. Barfield, another Manatee 
mill employe, testified that he was 
in charge of “the hog” at the crate 
plant, and was the keeper of the wa- 
ter barrel, for the use of which each 
employe paid 10 cents per week. He 


jexplained that “the hog” was a plant 


where waste material was ground up 
for furnace fuel. He was positive 
that he saw Westberry on the days 
the little mill operated because he 
told Westberry he would have to pay 
10 cents, which the defendant agreed 
to do when he got paid off. Barfield 
testified that Westberry failed to pay 
his 10 cents, giving that as another 
reason why he was so positive that 
Westberry worked there on the day of 
the murder, 

On cross-examination by the state, 
Barfield finally admitted that he sign- 
ed what purported to be an affidavit, 
but that he had no knowledge of sec- 
ing the notary who officially witnessed 
the signatures, and he never could 
recall seeing the official who placed 
his seal on the paper. 

Late this afternoon as the day drew 
to a close it was believed that the de- 
fense was nearing the end of its direct 
testimony, though the defense attor- 
neys were not sure what they would 
do Friday. 7
